NEW FINDS NEAR "BABYLON, 


.. The British Museum authorities recently ° 
issued another report’ of the work of the 
Joint Expedition of the. British Museum * 
and of the. Museum of the University of 
Pennsylvania, which is’exploring Ur’ of | 
the Chaldees (the birthplace of Abraham), 
140 miles south-east. of Babylon. . 

The following are extracts ’‘from the 
report:—' fe 

“We found a very fine female head. 
carved in black diorite (granite-like rock), 
an admirable example of Third, Dynasty 
-sculpture dating from about 2300 B.C. 

“We found not only a double boundary 
wall dating from the Kassite age of about 
1400 B.C, but below this the-yemains of 
the chamber wall built originally by Ur- 
‘Engur round the terrace on which stood « 
his ziggurat (the huge pire d stage- 
tower of the Moon God set up by ‘King.
